Sioux City. la., Nov. 17.—Armour & 
Co.'s packing plant which occupied 
j four acres of the stockyards and val­ 
ued at $900,000, was totally destroyed 
Sunday morning by a fire which start­ 
ed on the second floor of the fertilizer 
building, and it is thought to be du? 
to either spontaneous combustion or 
to an imperfect dryer. 
The loss is 
partially covered by $721,500 insur 1 
ance. 
Six hundred men are throwu 
out of employment by the fire. 
Within an hour after the fire was 
discovered by a watchman six streams 
of water were being thrown upon the 
fire which was gutting the fertilizer 
building, which was 120x00 feet an I 
four stories high, but the pressure was 
inadequate. 
The floors and contents 
of the building burned like chaff. The 
roof soon fell and the fire burst 
through into tho beef-killing house, 
At the same time the cattle chute 
ignited, and In five minutes fell with 
a crash. 
Once in the beef-klillng house the 
flames began to dance madly. 
From 
this house to the oleo building was 
only a step, and when the oils started 
to burn the fire presented a most spec­ 
tacular scene. 
The big beef bouse 
containing 500 carcasses was the next 
to take fire, and the whole plant ex­ 
cept *he hog house was a lake of fire. 
The roar " rb t.er»dble. 
The country 
for miles around was lighted up. Sud­ 
denly there was a terrific detonation,1 
followed quickly by another and then 
another. 
Twenty-four drums of IOO pounds of 
ammonia exploded before the reserve 
supply in the ammcnia cistern was 
reached. That explosion almost raised 1 
the entire plant. 
The flames were 
blown through the fire wall which see­

A m erican V isit. 
Paris, Nov. 
17.—Deputy Deloncle 
has been interviewed with regard to 
his statement at the banquet of the 
Industrial, Commercial and Economi­ 
cal society Friday that he had receiv­ 
ed information tnat the St. Louis ex­ 
position commission had decided to 
invite President Loubet to visit Amer­ 
ica. “I attribute this action," M. Del­ 
oncle said, “to a warm and profound 
liking on the part of Americans for 
France, especially since the Rorham- 
beau fetes. 
The journey of Prince 
Henry of Prussia to the United States 
has also made many American friends 
of France think that if the German 
emperor thought proper to send his 
brother to the launching of a yacht, 
President Loubet might not be indif­ 
ferent to the Louisiana Purchase cen­ 
tenary. 
“There are few events in the history 
of France more glorious than the ces­ 
sion of Louisiana by Napoleon Bona­ 
parte when he was first consul. The 
St. Louis exposition commission doubt­ 
less believes that the best way of 
showing America’s gratitude to France 
would be to Invite the president of the 
third French republic to the centenary 
celebration of this act of the first re­ 
public. 
The Journey would be quite 
constitutional, for precedents exist in 
the visits to Russia of the late Presi­ 
dent Faure and of President Loubet 
himself.
